Franco-British Success West 


Of Marne Regarded as Be- 
ginning of the End 


Advance Possibly Most Im- 


portant Since Germans Re- 


tired From the Marne 


LONDON, 
Aug. 
2. —Yesterday's 


Franco-British attack on the westerly 
side of the Marne galient, was on a 
front of five miles and penetrated to 
a maximum depth of three miles, ac- 
cording to news received today. It re- 
sulted in the capture of the entire 
ridge which forms the water shed be- 
tween the Ourcq and the Aisne, the 
advices indicate. 
Goussancourt Captured 


The French also captured the entire 


Meuniere wood, on the line to the west 
of Goussancourt at about the center 
of the salient. 


Goussancourt itself has been taken 


by the French, the advices add. 


The capture of the important ground 


on the heights to the westerly side of 
the line also means that the Germans 
will not be able to retire in an ordinar- 
ily leisurely way and that they prob- 
ably will have to go beyond the river 
Vesle in their retreat. 


The situation is considered as extra- 
ordinarily good, being: described in the 
advices as the turning point of the 
summer campaign and possibly of the 
whole war. 


The advance by the allies along the 
western side of the salient is described 
as extremely important—possibly the 
most important thing the allies have 
accomplished since the Germans re- 
ircd from the Marne. 
The Importance of the victory, it is 


explained, lies in the fact that the new

Con- 
servative papers.' on the other hand, 
generally indorse the premier's ad- 
dress, although some accuse him of 
being Indefinite. 
Fear that the adoption of economic 
weapons after the war might endan- 
ger the proposed league of nations 
was expressed by James H. Thomas, 
labor member of parliament for Der- 
by, in the house of commons yester- 
day.Secretary Balfour said that a league 
of nations could not afford to deprive 
its armory of economic weapons. .It 
was perfectly true that the economic 
weapon was capable of misuse, as wit- 
ness Gernjany's policy in Russia in a 
manner destructive to liberty, he add- 
ed, but he saw no sign of any country 
consenting to abandon the employment 
of tariffs if it considered them neces- 
sary. 
Mr. Balfour also contended that uni- 
Tersal disarmament only was possible 
if It could be proved that the new in- 
ternational arrangement was effective 
and if they had machinery for keep- 
Ing' the world's peace successfully. 


"The last four years," he continued, j 


have convinced the nations that war is : 
a very costly, bloody and brutal thing • 
but not that It is a thing to be thrust;

ter the war. if there were any pros-

The difficulties in the way of es- 


tablishing and running such a leaguo 
were so serious, he added, that only 
by the united efforts of all men of 
good will could it possibly be put into 
execution.

Public Service Commissioners 


Ask McAdoo to Restore Old 
Rates on Coar'Shipments 


(Special to The Sun) 


STATE HOUSE, Boston, Aug. 2.—In a 


JOOO-word memorial forwarded today 
to W. 6. McAdoo, director general at 
the United States railroad administra- 
tion, the public service commission- 
ers of the several New England states 
request that he gi»e consideration to 
certain aspects of the 
new railroad 


rate schedule so far as It affects New 
England. 


One of the principal recommenda- 


tions of the commissioners is that the 
director general order the restoration 
of the old rates on coal shipments, the 
declaration being made that the new 
rates will cost the people of New Eng- 
land at leist $2,500,000 annually. "In 
fairness to New England consumers," 
the memorial says, "already under a 
sufficient handicap, we ask that this 
situation be rectified. 
The burden is 


felt, not .only directly in the homes, 
but directly in the rapid advance of 
charge* for street railway service, gas 
and other commodities. 
"As far back as 1S72. Charles Francis 


Adams, then chairman o£ the Massa- 
chusetts board of railroad commission- 
ers, sought to convince the New Eng- 
land carriers that the cheapest possible 
carriage of coal By tfiem. amounting 
In fait to carriage it cost, was a mat- 
ter in which they were no less ma- 
terially interested than was the Corn- 
ihunity itself.

We realize that you 


were confronted by an emergency and 
believe that you were justified in tak- 
ing steps which would remove any dan- 
-er that the railroads might impose 
a burden upon the 
federal 
treasury 


while the country is at war. 
Only ac- 
tual experience can determine whether 
or not the general increase has benn 
larger than necessary. During the past 
winter, as you know, weather condi- 
tions were extremely severe, operating 
expenses were abnormally high and 
net earnings fell off sharply.

nished, by the states to war industries 
during the next two months under the 
system of government recruiting, put 
into operation und.er the United States 
employment service, -was announced 
last night by the department o£ labor. 
By assigning quotas of unskilled la 
borers to bo furnished in each state 
the employment service took the first 
step in meeting tho shortage of com- 
mon labor estimated by reports re- 
ceived 
yesterday as 
approximating 


600.000. 


The announcement of tho state quo- 


tas followed a conference here yester- 
day of representatives of a dozen war 
industries with officials of the depart- 
ment of labor. 
The New England 
state quotas were announced as fol- 
lows: 


Connecticut. S460;. Maine, 3915; Mas- 
sachusetts, 
30,150; 
New 
Hampshire, 


2520; 
Rhode Islnnd, 4816; 
Vermont, 


1575. 


The quotas, it was said, are the net 


requirements of the various war in- 
dustries and do not make allowance 
for extra needs or for labor turnovers. 
In the industrial states the. quotas av- 
erage about 5 per cent, of the esti- 
mated number of men not in military 
service or already engaged 
in 
war 


work, agriculture, mining or transpor- 
tation. In western and southern agri- 
cultural .states, the average percentage 
is somewhat higher, as allowance has 
been made for unfilled labor needs.

"it is only by such economy and 


elimination of waste that the trans- 
portation of the necessary men and 
supplies from North America to the 
European front can be accomplished, 
and that stocks of fodstuffs can be 
built up in North America as an in- 
surance against the ever-present dan- 
;er of harvest failure and the possible 
necessity for large and 
emergency 


drafts to Europe. We cannot admin- 
ster the food problem on the basis of 
one year's war. 
^Ve must prepare for 
its long continuance, If we are to in- 
sure absolute victory."

28,000 on Pay Roll—Get Big 


Money—First Ship -to Be 
Launched .This Month 


PHILADELPHIA, August 
2.—The 


axiom: "Must makes master," is get- 
ting a practical demonstration every 
day at the Hog Island shipbuilding 
plant, where a school of instruction 
has been established and erstwhile 
clerks, barbers, car conductors and 
motormen, policemen, firemen, shoe- 
makers' butchers, bakers arid indeed 
representatives of every known enter- 
prise and endeavor, are converted into 
shipbuilders after brief tuition. 


Most of these students, taught by 


the hundreds in one branch or an- 
other, are taken out of the instruction 
class after a week and placed with 
journeymen crews. 
While they are 


being instructed they receive 11 hours' 
pay for 10 hours' work at the rate of 
35 cents an hour. 
"When they have 


qualified, their wages immediately ad- 
vance, so that men who before were 
earning $18 or $20 a week in their 
own occupations are now making $40, 
550 and $60. 
Their 
earning 
capacity 
depends 


upon their ability and the amount of 
time they put in. Many, in order to 
swell their pay envelopes, toil longer 
than the required 10 hours, and thus 
frequently receive as high as $75 a 
week. 
The men find the employment con- 


genial and fascinating, whether they 
are 
joiners, 
carpenters, 
riveters, 


seamers or otherwise engaged in help- 
ing to turn out ships for the govern- 
ment. 


Approximately 28,000 employes are 


on the payroll at .Hog Island. 
They 


are not all men and boys. There is ^ 
representative 
number 
of 
women, 


whose duties, however, are confined 
to office or other light detail. 


Just how large 
the total 
of the 


weekly payments 
to the workers is 


has not been officially disclosed, but it 
is estimated to aggregate more than 
$1,000,000.

President Wood tol 
Mr.-Endicott that this year 1229 acre 
had been- planted, which is more tha 
twice the amount set out last yea 
and which in itself caused the high 
e«t praise from the food administra 
tion of 1917.

The School Committee 


Richard Brabrook Walsh, chairman 


of the school committee, appeared and 
said that he had requested a confer- 
ence with the council to explain the 
financial situation of the school com- 
mittee. He said that the 
committee 


finds itself behind in finances as are- 
suit of the recent application for in- 
creased salaries on the part of the 
teachers and janitors. 
He maintained 


that there was no excuse to keep the 
salaries -where they have been. 
He 


stated that the granting of, the

creases will mean an added burden on

He said that the regular sal 
ary schedule and the

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LOYALTY THE TEST 


This is not the time to stir up po- 


litic*! rancor and if we refer to poli- 
tics, It is rather to pour oil on the 
troubled waters in which some repub- 
lican submarines, so to speak, seem to 
be maneuvering for an opportunity to 
attack the administration at Wash- 
ington. 


We are moved to this remark by the 


activity of the republican national 
committee and its policies as voiced 
by its official organ, which dubs as 
"patriotcers" the people who appeal 
for the choice of men in the fall elec- 
tions that will "support the comman- 
der-in-chief of the army and navy." 
This is virtually an appeal for the 
election of opponents rather than sup- 
porters of the administration. 


We have already seen the results of 


contention, of wrangling!, criticizing 
and investigating. We have seen how 
little truth was behind some of the 
fiery denunciations of Secretary Baker, 
Secretary Daniels and even President 
Wilson himself. 


The president has not tried to stifle 


criticism, as when the question of a 
press Censorship was under discussion, 
he opposed any rigorous 
censorship 


such as is in force in the European 
countries. But there is criticism that 
is helpful—constructive and 
criticism 


of the other kind—destructive. 


What did Chamberlain. Sherman and 


Brandegee have to justify their bitter 
attacks on the administration? There 
was deserved criticism of the delay in 
the aviation department and President 
WilBon believing that this criticism 
was Justified, called upon his former 
opponent, Hon. Charles E. Hughe*, to 
investigate. Mr. Hughes has not yet 
made his report, but he will undoubt- 
edly show up whatever was wrong, if 
anything, and in any case he will lay 
bare the cause of the early delay. 
Similarly, in the Hog Island affair, the 
president ordered the charges made 
probed to the bottom. 


We mention. these things to show 


that President Wilson welcomes the' 
criticism that apprises him of any- 
thing wrong and capable of correction. 


But this brand of criticism is far 


different from the political assaults 
which right or wrong aim to discredit 
the administration for the purpose of 
encouraging the voters to elect oppo- 
nents rather than supporters of that 
administration. This is a dangerous 
policy to adopt while we are in the 
midst of the greatest war in history. 


United action at Washington is as 


essential to success in conducting the 
war us is the unified command of the 
allied armies. The people supported 
Lincoln in the dark days of the Civil 
war, despite the severe criticism of 
his policies. His appeal was "not to 
swap horses in crossing a river" and 
the people of the nation wisely took 
his advice. Similarly, they supported 
McKinley during the Spanish-Ameri- 
can -war; and we surmise 
they will 


support Wilson next fall by electing 
men who believe in his policies and 
his leadership. 


When in 1S98 Col. Roosevelt was a 


candidate for governor of New York 
he said: "Remember that whether you 
will or not your votes this year will 
be viewed by the nations of Europe 
from one standpoint only. „ They will 
draw no fine distinctions. A refusal 
to sustain the president this year will 
in their eyes be read as a refusal to 
sustain the ffar or to sustain the ef- 
forts of our peace commission to se- 
cu»e the fruits of the war." 


Former President Harrison appeal- 


ing for the election of- a republican 
congress to support President McKin- 
ley in the war as quoted on Nov. 1, 
1898, said: "If the word goes forth that 
the people of the United States arc 
behind the president, the task of the 
peace commissioners will be easy; but 
if there is a break in the ranks—if the 
democrats score a telling victory, if 
democratic senators, congressmen and 
governors arc elected—Spain will take 
hope arid more war may be necessary 
to secure what we have won." 


Today it is a democrat, not a repub- 


lican, who is president and it is not 
a small war we have on hand, but 
one 
incomparably 'great. 
Therefore 


a fortiori is it necessary to givt, him 
a congress that will stand by him, aid 
and assist him in every way possible 
rather than harass him by carping 
criticism as some republicans, and we 
regret also to say some democrats, 
have done in the past. 
' 


The unity already apparent through- 


out this country in the conduct of the 
•war, has 
astonished 
the 
European 


nations; let that unity extend to poli- 
tics also, at least to the extent of 
electing only men who will give their 
loyal support to President Wilson and 
his lieutenants in the stupenrlous task 
of defeating the most ruthless power 
on earth, and that over 
3000 miles 


from our own shores. 


We feel that the people of this coun- 


try In the fall elections will eschew 
partisanship more tlmn ever 
hefor-e 


and be guided chiefly by the test of 
loyalty to the nation nnd loyalty to 
our Commander-in-chief. 


SLACKERS IN BASEBALL 


The men of America will regret 


nothing more bitterly than a condition 
whcroby bnsehall is made to become a 
Blnchnr sport. What is meant by Its 
boroming a slacker nport? Let us ex- 
plain. 


The secretary of war has. decider! 


baseball, hocatme of the grant war, 
Is net now a necessary adjunct of na- 
tional llfp. Some of the magnates act 


outspokenly sore at this decision. But 
his decision has power and authority 
behind it. It will be interesting to 
see if the major leagues continue their 
schedules to the time limit set by Mr. 
Baker or if they gracefully decide to 
stop operations some days or weeks 
before. It will be interesting to see if 
the gate receipts of the last games 
played in the two leagues are turned 
over to the Red Cross. 


This is one phase of making the 


great game a slacker sport. 


Here is another. We read on the 


sporting pages of our papers of the 
mad scramble just now on, on the 
part of major leaguers, to 
connect 


themselves with the numerous leagues 
maintained by the shipyards and mu- 
nition and steel companies. 


One reads of no remarkable scram- 


bling on the part of ball players get- 
ting into the khaki or the navy's blue. 
Crabby old Johny Evers starting for 
France is a cheerily conspicuous ex- 
ception. 


But these other diamond heroes 


want to keep on playing baseball at 
good salaries, under pretense of work- 
ing in the yards and steel 
plants. 


Their possible skill at putting some of 
the 57 different varieties of American 
army bombs "over the plate" toward a 
Hun machine gun nest, is an asset 
one does not hear them brag about. 


This is the second phase of baseball 


slackerism. The alibi shops may soon 
be quoting figures to show what ball 
players have dependents and why they 
ought to stay in America. Tes, all 
true enough. But many men not pas- 
timers and having dependents, have 
gone overseas, just as many more will 
go. Why make an exception of a dia- 
mond hero whose activity gives him 
special fitness for many of the military 
duties imposed upon the men we send 
out to meet the Huns whether with 
rifle, machine gun, bomb or bayonet? 


UNCLE SAM, WIRE CHIEF 


Uncle Sam, through the postmaster 


general, is now boss of the telerraph 
and telephone wires of this country. 
First he took the railroads, next the 
express companies, and now the lines 
of wire communication. 


To tell the truth, the service given 


the public by the privately operated 
telephone and telegraph 
companies, 


apart from the Western Union bunk- 
ing the public by carrying night let- 
ters in suitcases between New York 
and Boston and New York and Phila- 
delphia, for which it has been indicted 
and may be punished, has been pretty 
food. 
.„ 


A Lowell telephone man yesterday 


told The Sun he believed if Newcomb, 
president of the Western Union, had 
not been go arrogant to our govern- 
ment and our president 
as regards 


:hreatened labor troubles 
with his 


workers, the government might have 
materially delayed seizure of the 'tele- 
phone and telegraph lines. This is 
mere conjecture. 


On the ground that the government 


had previously considered it necessary 
to control cable terminals here as well 
as, all wireless stations for war pur- 
poses and to block spy work of the 
Hun, most of the citizens in our coun- 
try will regard governmental control 
of wire communications as an abso- 
lutely necessary step. 


If the government Wishes us to pay 


for our telegrams with his especially 
printed stamps, who of us will object? 
Perhaps the government will consoli- 
date the offices of different companies 
and call it economy. What is the ar- 
gument against that? 


The government has raised the rates 


on passenger travel and for freight; 
and it may also boost telephone and 
telegraph tariffs, but let us hope not. 


If It should be so, we must be fair 


enough to blame the proper party, a 
certain autocrat with a withered right 
arm, over in Germany, -who in his most 
diabolical doings claims to have the 
Almighty as his junior partner. 


GIVE CRONIN A CHANCE 


The public safety committee must 


be given credit for patriotic motives 
in its opposition to the appointment 
of Mr. Cornelius F. Cronin to have 
charge of the new federal employment 
bureau here. Doubtless the committee 
honestly believes that Mr. Cronin is 
not big enough for the job. 


This hardly agrees with the good 


American spirit of fair play. Now 
that Mr. Cronin is appointed, give him 
a chance to make good. Don't try to 
condemn him through prejudice. 


Two federal inspectors from Wash- 


ington who came here said, "This is 
an experimental thing for this com- 
munity with Mr. Cronin necessarily 
a,lso somewhat of an experiment. Why 
not. use Cronin to aid in the experi- 
ment as well as some other man?" 
Good logic on the part of the fed- 
eral inspectors. 


Cronin, like many other men con- 


demned In advance, may confound his 
critics and give the government ex- 
cellent service. If he falls there Is a 
remedy, so that the public safety com- 
mittee need not feel Ihe least alarmed 
nvrr the appointment.

Envelope's of unusual size and irreg- 


ular shape should not be used to be 
sent through the mails, according to 


»n announcement made at the postof- 
flee. Many persons and concerns are 
mailing- •letters and other matters In 
envelope! which are of »uch ilia or 
shape at to cause serious difficulty Ir 
handling; the matter in the mails ant 
the use of »uch envelopea should be 
discouraged, the postmaster states. 


Some of the envelopes which wll 


come under the ban 
are 
extremely 
large or very small envelopes and thole 
of triangular or circular shape. 
It is frequently necessary to cance 


the postage stamps on such matter « 
unusual size or shape by hand, a.s the 
matter cannot be run through the can- 
celling machines. In many Instances 
the matter does not flt the separating 
cases and cannot be tied with or 
dinary packages of mail without being 
folded or cut by the package string 
This imposes additional and unneces- 
sary labor upon the postal service 
prevents the expeditious treatment ot 
the matter, and often results in its 
reaching the addressee in a mutilate 
condition. 
The postoffice department also Issues 


a warning against using envelopes of 
dark colored stationery or envelopes 
bearing on the address side a great 
deal of printed matter in addition to 
the address.—Manchester Union.

Whereupon the cummer visitor Im- 
mediately becomes curious to know by 
what misnomer there came to be even 
an inconspicuous little steamer on this 
little New England lake, named for 
the kaiser's eldest son. It Is curiosity 
indeed well grounded. 
So, being pressed for the story ol 


the naming of the Crown Prince and 
what became of her, (one must use 
the word "her" if one speaks of a 
vessel), the old salt of Lakeview wil] 
tell you a story rather like this: 


'The first of the boats to run on this 


lake was a boat operated by John 
Bowers of Willowdale. His boat was 
called the Kitty B. She ran for 8 
or 10 years and her skipper was Joe 
Collins. After she had been running 
this length of time the' owners of the 
Lowell and Dracut street railw.ay es- 
tablished the resort now known 
as 


Lakeview. As soon as Lakeview got 
going good and they were enterprising 
and anxious to have all the attractions 
possible for the park, the directors be- 
lieved the street railway ought to have 
its own steamer on the lake, to start 
from a pier in front of Lakeview and 
make a trip around the lake. 
"Lakeview was started in 1S93 and 


•vithin a. year or so of this time, the 
boat idea and finally the beat itself, 
came into reality. The directors of 
the Lowell and Dracut street railway 
of that period were a pretly live, bunch 
of men, leaders in the community, and 
they expected to 
obtain 
fun and 


amusement themselves, besides profits, 
from owning Lakeview. 


Naming the Boat 


'In due time the boat was built, her 


hull was glistening with white paint 
and there was a fine array of red hot 
spa'rks to be seen coming out of her 
smokestack. But she hadn't a name. 
She had everything else a good fresh 
water boat should have, but she hadn't 
a name. So the directors of the road 
were asked to suggest a suitable name 
for their latest project. This was 
where the good time commence'!. 
"The Hon. Edward M. Tuck and 


Walter Sawyer claimed, descent from 
the old Plymouth Eock families. The 
Honorable Tuck believed 
the 
little 


steamer ought to.-be called the May- 
flower and Mr. Sawyer thought Old 
Colony would be a good name. 
"Thomas 
Costello.' just returned 


from a sight-seeing trip to southern 
Europe including Italy, gazed on the 
ittle boat and his first choice was 
Pompeii, after the buried city he had 
just been visiting. But 
the 
thrifty 


flare of smoke and red hot cinders 
coming out the boat's stack caught his 
attention and he ejaculated. 'Ko, it 
can't be; called Pompeii for Pompeii is 
a dead one. and this sure looks like a 
ive boat. On the whole. I think Ve- 
suvius, after the volcano,- would be a 
good name, because that smokestack 
spitting out fire and smoke reminds 
you a little of Vesuvius.' 


"Col. 
Percy Parker was a director 


in the company and he had the right 
:o suggest a name, but in the midst 
of this great display of talent for 
naming a boat, he seems to have stood 
apart and more or less silently aghast 
it the ability of his co-directors. He 
evidently chose not to risk suggesting 
a name less brilliant than what had 
jeen suggested. He offered.no name 
for the boat. 
"John Lennon was a director and 


known far and near as a lover of 
•acing hoseflesh. His idea of paradise 
was 313 days of good racing a year. 
He Believed the little boat was deserv- 
ing of having the name of one ol the 
best thoroughbred racers he knew, 50 
the suggestion he turned, in was that 
the boat should be called Maud S., that 
being the reigning queen of the race- 
tracks of that time. 


'B. A. Smith was a director and 


well known Lowell contractor. His spe- 
cialty was making tar roofs. He was 
proud of his skill and of the longevity 
of the rofs he built. As a tribute to 
iis craft and all tar roofers in general, 


proudly suggested that the boat 


should be known as the 'Tar Baby.' 


"Myles Brennan was also a director 
and he, too, was but recently return/d 
rom a voyage overseas. He had spent 
a summer visiting 'the home of his 
ancestors in Ireland. He was not sat- 
sfied with turning in one suggestion. 
He submitted a list which included 
such names for the boat a.s 'Rose of 
he Shannon,' 'Killarney Prince,' 'Ty- 
rone Queen,' 'Lady of Belfast,' 
and 


Roscommon Belle.' 
The .Crown Prince 


'But final approval and what really 


amounted to having the authority to 
select a name for the boat, seems to 
lave rested in Mr. August Fels, a di- 
•ector of the road, but more impor- 
tantly, chairman of the 'marine com- 
nittee.' IUr. Fels was a German by 
)irth, but a naturalized citizen and a 
good American. It is presumed he 
nad had general oversight of the build- 
ing of the boat. "Whether he thought 
iis own choice the best and happiest 
or whether he thought his selecting a 
name would remove all bitterness and 
envy among his brother directors, is 
not now known, but at any rate he 
elected to name the boat himself. He 
disregarded all the excellent sugges- 
tions turned in to him and the boat 
was formally or informally christen- 
ed the 'Crown Prince.' 


"But something of a curse and of ill 


omen seems to have descended on the 
aoat after she had become the 'Crown 
Prince.' Her competitor, the Kitty B.. 
made more money an£ got the most of 
the business because folks enjoyed the 
trip to Willowdale, and it is said the 
Crown Prince for all that it enjoyed 
a royal title, flourished hardly longer 
than two years. 


"The Crown Prince is now supposed 


to be resting somewhere under the 


STATE TO THRESH 


STATE HOUSE, Boston, Aug. 2.— The 


state is going into the work of thresh- 
ing grain for farmers, 12 machines just 
purchased now being in operation in 
different parts of the commonwealth.^ 
This«nnouncement was made today by 
Secretary Wilfrid Wheeler of the board 
o'f agriculture. 


The machines, each operated by two 


men, 
can handle 80 bushels of grain 


an hour. They are operated with the 
tractors now in use. For each bushel 
threshed the farmer pays- 10 cents. 
It 


is estimated that such a price will 
bring in the running expenses -of the 
machine and enable the farmer to se- 
cure his threshing at a low figure. 


Latest news from the agricultural 


districts indicate that the grain crop 
will he an exceedingly large one this 
year. 
The agricultural department, 


foreseeing this, decided, to engage In 
the work of threshing. Small farmers 
cannot afford to buy threshing ma- 
chines. 
It was deemed advisable to 


have them on hand to meet the emer- 
gency. Otherwise the producers would 
be handicapped in garnering the grain. 
Labor shortage, too, was a factor in 
the state's determination to take a 
hand in the matter. 


It was stated that there will be suf- 


ficient work for the threshers until 
Dec. 
1. The farms of the state are 


small, it being a rare case where the 
threshing crews can find a full day's 
work on any plantation. As a result 
much traveling will be done. 
It is believed that the co-operation 
f the state with the farmers will re- 


sult in the gathering of every bit of 
grain that is available. 
In 
former 


years this was not always so. .Grain 
which might have found its way to 
the mill remained in the fields some 
times until it was either spoiled or 
impaired in quality. This season none 
of it will be wasted, but will find its 
way through the proper channels from 
the field to the kitchen.

STATE HOUSE, Boston. Aug. 2.—A 


mysterious malady, puzzling to agri- 
cultural experts, is attacking Massa 
chusetta potato plants, which already 
have suffered severely from weather 
and from attacks by plant lice and 
potato .bugs. Secretary Wilfrid Wheel- 
er of the state board of agriculture 
announced today. 


The malady or disease wastes the 


plants. Mr. Wheeler said. It is diffi- 
cult to discover, because it causes lit- 
tle discoloration visible to the eye. 
The board has experts at work at- 
tempting to learn whether the disease 
is caused by a parasite and to find a 
remedy. 


"The state has a large acreage in 


potatoes," Mr. Wheeler said. 
"Not 


very long ago the plants appeared to 
be in good shape. But there has been 
a change for the worse lately. 
The 


plants have suffered from weather con- 
ditions, plant lice, bugs, the stalk 
borer, a light brown worm and this 
new disease. 


"Those who have planted potatoes 


should give .them constant care. They 
must if we are to have any kind of a 
crop in this state. 
The situation is 


serious as regards the potatoes which 
would be ready for harvest about Sept. 
1. The late potatoes are coming along 
better."

The capture of the important ground 
on the heights to the westerly side of 
the line also means that the German* 
will not be able to retire in an ordinar- 
ily leisurely way and that they prob- 
ably will have to go beyond the river 
Vesle in their retreat. 
The situation is considered as extras 


ordinarily good, being described in the 
advices as the turning point of the 
summer campaign and possibly of the 
whole war. 
The advance by the allies along the 


western side of the salient is described 
as extremely important—possibly the 
most important thing the allies have 
accomplished since the Germans re- 
tired from the Marne. 


The importance of the victory, it Is 


explained, lies in the fact that the new 
allied positions command the whole 
area to the northward and take in 
flank and rear the entire western gate 
through which the Germans have been 
retiring. This area is a nest of Ger- 
man,reserves and field artillery.

Secretary Baker and 
his advisers fixed 19 as the proper min- 
imum, and Mr. Baker has said repeat- 
edly since then that he ..has seen no 
reason to change his opinion in that 
regard. Congress ruled against taking 
men 'below the voting age of 21. how- 
ever, and sought to make up the deficit 
by increasing the

suggested minimum from

The reluctance of many members of 


congress to go lower than the 21 limit 
s still apparent, though there is evi- 
dence of a strong sentiment towards

year old youths to fill the ranks, and

England. 


One of the principal recommenda- 


tions of the commissioners is that the 
director general order the restoration 
of the old rates on coal shipments, tho 
declaration being made that the new 
rates will cost the people of. New Eng- 
land at least ?2,500,000 annually. 
"In 


fairness to New England consumers," 
the memorial says, "already under a 
sufficient handicap, we ask that this 
situation b:e rectified. 
The burden is 


felt, not only directly in the homes, 
but directly in the rapid advance of 
charges for street railway service, gas 
and other commodities. 


"As far hack as 1872. Charles Francis 


Adams, then chairman of the Massa- 
chusetts board of railroad commission- 
ers, sought to convince the New Eng- 
land carriers that the cheapest possible 
carriage of coal by them, amounting 
in fact to carriage at cost, was a mat- 
ter in which they were no less ma- 
terially interested than was the com- 
munity itself. He argued tbat it was

Such an excellent record of land 


cultivation has been made by the em- 
ployes ot the American Woolen com- 
pany this year that fitate Food Admin. 
Utrator Henry B. Endicott, in a latter 
10 President William M. Wood of the 
company, wishes that he "could send 
each one of the workers a message 
of thanks and encouragement, which 
thtty surely deserve for the fine results 
they have produced." 


The letter of Mr.^Endicott was in re- 


sponse to one sent by President Wil- 
Uam M. Wood a few days ago, in which 
the work done for food conservation 
was summarized. President Wood told 
Mr. Endicott that this year 1229 acres 
had been planted, which is more than 
twice the amount set out last year 
and which in itself caused the high- 
est praise from the food administra- 
tion of 1917. 


Of, the 1229 acres planted, 217 are 


owned outright or hired by the com- 
pany for the workers. 
Potatoes have 


been planted in abundance, 43Q5 bush- 
els being reported by the management 
in charge of the cultivation. To show 
the large scale on which the work has 
been done it is noted that 2SS tons of 
fertilizer were used. 


President Wood's letter to Mr. En- 


dicott follows: 
"My Dear Mr. Endicott: 


"I know you will be interested in 


the result of a canvass just completed 
showing how splendidly our workers 
have met the wishes of the state and 
national food administrations in regard 
to food production. You may remem- 
ber last -year' when -Mr. Charles F. 
Cboate, as your representative, told us 
how we could help by vigorously pro- 
moting 
food 
production, 
that 
our 
agents brought the message to our 
-workers, with the result that 550 acres 
were planted. This year the workers 
have planted more than twice as much 
ground, or, to be exact, 1229 acres. 


"Last season our folks took out of 


the ground 44,291 bushels of potatoes, 
and with more than-twice the area 
planted we look for a most magnifi- 
cent result, if not in potatoes alone 
at least'in varied staples. 


"Of the acreage planted, much of it 


is company-owned, or hired, land. This 
year, as last, the company furnished 
hundreds of tons of-fertilizer- to the 
workers at cost, and every penny of 
this has been paid back' to'us. 
This 


year our employes have planted 14S 
acres to potatoes alone, while beans, 
corn and even a fair measure of -wheat 
have been put down. 


"I enclose a rather interesting ta- 


ble showing how our more than 50 
mills are co-operating in the food con- 
servation program." 


Here is Mr. Bndicott's reply: 


"My Dear Mr. Wood: 


"I have your letter of July 23 with 


its enclosure. You may be sure that 1 
was 'pleased to receive this record. 


"Your employes have done splendid 


work, 'and I wish I could, send each one 
of them a message of thanks and en- 
couragement, which they surely de- 
berve for the fine results which they 
have produced; " I "also wish, you to 
know that I appreciate vwhat your com- 
pany has done in regard to helping 
and assisting1-your employes' in this 
fine work. 


"This report 'Speaks for itself, and I 


tnank and congratulate you and your 
employes for the hearty co-operation 
which 'they have rendered to" the ad- 
ministration in- the past, and I hope 
that they will leave no stone unturned 
to pursue the good work which they 
have so well started."

LOYALTY THE TEST 


This is not the time to stir up po 


lltical rancor and if we refer to poll 
tic*, it is rather to pour oil on th 
troubled waters In which some repub 
lican submarines, so to speak, seem t 
be maneuvering for an opportunity t. 
attack the administration at .Wash 
ington. 


We are moved to this remark by th 


activity of the 
republican natlona 


committee and its policies as voiced 
by its official organ, which dubs 
"patrioteers" the people who appea 
for the choice of men in the fall elec- 
tions that will "support the comman- 
der-in-chief of the army and navy.' 
This is virtually an appeal for the 
election of opponents rather than sup- 
porters of the administration. 


We have already seen the results of 


contention, of wranglins. criticizing 
and investigating. We have seen hott 
little truth was behind some of the 
flery denunciations of Secretary Baker, 
Secretary Daniels and even President 
Wilson himself. 


The president has not tried to stifle 


criticism, as when the question of a 
press censorship was under discussion, 
he opposed any rigorous 
censorship 


such as is in force in the European 
countries. But there is criticism that 
is helpful—constructive and criticism 
of the other kind—destructive. 


What did Chamberlain. Sherman and 


Brandegee have to justify their bitter 
attacks on the administration? 
There 


was deserved criticism of, the delay in 
the aviation department and President 
Wilson believing that this criticism 
was justified, called upon his former 
opponent, Hon. Charles B. Hughes, to 
investigate. Mr. Hughes lias not yet 
made his report, but he will undoubt- 
edly show up whatever was wrong, if 
anything, and in any case he will lay 
bare the cause of the early delay. 
Similarly, in the Hog Island affair, the 
president ordered the charges made 
probed to the bottom. 


We mention these things to show 


that President Wilson welcomes the 
criticism that apprises him of any- 
thing wrong and capable of correction, 


But this brand of criticism is far 


different from the political assaults 
which right or wrong aim to discredit 
the administration for the purpose of 
encouraging the voters to elect oppo- 
nents rather than supporters of that 
administration. This is a dangerous 
policy to adopt while we are in the 
midst of the greatest war in history. 


United action at Washington is as 


essential to success in conducting the 
war as is the unified command of the 
allied armies. The people supported 
Lincoln in the dark days of the Civil 
war, despite the severe criticism of 
his policies. His appeal was "not to 
swap horses in crossing a river" and 
the people of the nation wisely took 
his advice. Similarly, they supported 
McKinley during the Spanish-Ameri- 
can war; and we surmise 
they will 


support Wilson next fall by electing 
men who believe in his policies and 
his leadership. 


When in 1898 Col. Roosevelt was a 


candidate for governor of New York 
he said: "Remember that whether you 
will or not your votes this year will 
be viewed by the nations of Europe 
from one standpoint only. They will 
draw no fine distinctions. A refusal 
to sustain the president this year will 
in their eyes be read as a refusal to 
sustain the war or to sustain the ef- 
forts of our peace commission to se- 
cure the fruits of the war." 


Former President Harrison appeal- 


ing for the election of a republican 
congress to support President McKin- 
ley in the war as quoted on Nov. 1, 
1898, said: 'If the word goes forth that 
the people of the United States are 
behind the president, the task of the 
peace commissioners will be easy; but 
if there is a break in the ranks—if the 
democrats score a telling victory, if 
democratic senators, congressmen and 
governors are elected—Spain will take 
hope and more war may be necessary 
to secure what we have won." 


Today it is a. democrat, not a repub- 


lican, who is president and it is not 
a small war we have on hand, but 
one 
incomparably 
great. Therefore 


a fortiori is it necessary to givo him 
a congress that will stand by him, aid 
and assist him in every way possible 
rather than harass 
him by carping 


criticism as some republicans, and we 
regrret also to say some democrats, 
have done in the past. 


The unity already apparent through- 


out this country in the conduct of the 
war, 
has astonished the European 


nations; let that unity extend to poli- 
tics also, at least to the extent of 
electing only men who will give their 
loyal support to President Wilson and 
his lieutenants in the stupendous task 
of defeating the most ruthless power 
on earth, and that over 
3000 miles 


from our own shores. 


We feel that the people of this coun- 


try In the fall elections will rsrhew 
partisanship more than 
ever 
before 


and be guided chiefly by the test of 
loyalty to the nation and loyalty to 
our commander-ln-chief.

shape a* to cause serious difficulty In 
handling: the matter In the mall* and 
the use of such envelope* should be 
discouraged, the postmaster itata*. 


Some of the envelopes which will 


come under the ban 
are . extremely 


large or very small envelopes and those 
of triangular or circular shape. 


It 1* freqtlently necessary to cancel 


the postage stamps on such matter of 
unusual size or shape by hand, a* the 
matter cannot be run through the can- 
celling: machines. In many Instances 
the matter does not fit the separating 
cases and cannot be tied with or- 
dinary packages of mall without being 
folded or cut by the package string. 
This imposes additional and unneces- 
sary labor upon the 
postal service, 


prevents the expeditious treatment of 
the matter, and often results In its 
reaching the addressee In a mutilated 
condition. 
The postofflce department also Issues 


a warning against using envelopes of 
dark colored stationery or envelopes 
bearing on the address 
side a great 


deal of printed matter In addition to 
the address.—Manchester Union.

named 'Crown Prince' to be earning 
money." 


Whereupon the summer visitor Im 
mediately becomes curious to know by 
what misnomer there came to be even 
an Inconspicuous little steamer on this 
little New England lake, named for 
the kaiser's eldest son. It Is curiosity 
indeed well (rounded. 
So. being pressed for the story of 


the naming of the Crown Prince and 
what became of her, (one must use 
the word "her" if one speaks of a 
vessel), the old salt of Lakeview will 
tell you a story rather like this: 


"The first of the boats to run on this 


lake was a boat operated by John 
Bowers of Willowdale. His boat was 
called the Kitty B. She ran for 8 
or 10 years and her skipper was Joe 
Collins. After she had been running 
this length of time the owners of the 
Lowell and Dracut street railway es- 
tablished the resort now known 
as 
Lakeview. As soon as Lakeview got 
going good and they were enterprising 
and anxious to have all the attractions 
possible for the park, the directors be- 
lieved the street railway ought to have 
its own steamer on the lake, to start 
from a pier in front of Lakeview and 
make a trip around the lake. 
"Lakeview was started in 1S93 and 


within a year or so of this time, the 
boat idea and finally the boat itself, 
came into reality. The directors of 
the Lowell and Dracut street railway 
of that period were a pretty live bunch 
of men, leaders in the community, and 
they expected 
to obtain 
fun, and 


amusement themselves, besides profits, 
from owning Lakeview. 
Naming the Boat 


'In due time the boat was built, her 


hull was glistening with white paint 
and there was a fine array of red hot 
sparks to be seen coming out of.her 
smokestack. But she hadn't a name. 
She had everything else a good fresh 
ater boat should have, but she hadn't 
. name. So the directors of the road 
were askad to suggest a suitable name 
for 
their latest project. This 
was 


where the good time commenced. 


"The Hon. Edward M. Tuck and 
Walter Sawyer claimed descent from 
the old Plymouth Rock families. The 
Honorable Tuck believed 
the 
little 


steamer ought to be called the May- 
flower and Mr.;vsawyer thought Old 
Colony would be a good name. 
"Thomas 
Costello. 
just 
returned 


from a sight-seeing trip to southern 
Europe including Italy, gazed on the 
little boat and his first choice was 
Pompeii, after the buried city he had 
just been visiting. Bill the 
thrifty 


flare of smoke and red hot cinders 
coming out the boat's stack caught his 
attention and he ejaculated, 'No, it 
can't be called Pompeii for Pompeii is 
a dead one. and this sure looks like a 
live boat On the whole. I think Ve- 
suvius, after the volcano, would be a 
good name, because that smokestack 
spitting out fire and smoke reminds 
you a little of Vesuvius.' 
"Col. Percy Parker was a director 


in the company and he had the right 
to suggest a name, but in the midst 
of this great display of talent for 
naming a boat, he seems to have stood 
apart and more or less silently aghast 
at the ability of his co-directors. 
He 


evidently chosa not to risk suggesting 
a name less brilliant than what had 
been suggested. He offered no name 
for the boat. 
"John Lennon was a director and 


known far and near as a lover of 
racing hoseflesh. His idea of paradise 
was 313 days of good racing a year. 
He believed the little boat was deserv- 
ing of having the name of one of the 
best thoroughbred racers he knew, so 
the suggestion he turned in was that 
the boat should be called Maud S., that 
being the reigning queen of the race- 
tracks of that time. 
"E. A. Smith was a director and 


well known Lowell contractor. His spe- 
cialty was making tnr roofs. He was 
proud of his skill and of the longevity 
of the rofs he built. As a tribute to 
his craft and all tar roofers in general, 
he proudly suggested that the boat 
should be known as the 'Tar "Baby.' 
"Myles Brennan was also a director 


and he, too, was but recently return/d 
from a voyage overseas. He had spent 


summer visiting the home of 
his 


ancestors in Ireland. He was not sat- 
isfied with turning in one suggestion. 
He submitted a list which included 
such names for the boat as 'Rose of 
the Shannon,' 'Killarney Prince,' 'Ty- 
rone Queen,' 'Lady of Belfast,' 
and 


'Koscommon Belle.' 
The Crown Prince 


"But final approval and what really 


amounted to having the authority to 
select a name for the boat, seems to 
have rested in Mr. August Fels, a di- 
rector of the road, but more impor- 
tantly, chairman of the 'marine com- 
mittee.' Mr. Fels was a German by 
birth, but a naturalized citizen and a 
good American. It is presumed he 
had had general oversight of the build- 
ing of the boat. Whether he thought 
his own choice the best and happiest 
or whether he thought his selecting a 
name would remove all bitterness and 
envy among his brother directors, is 
not now known, but at any rate he 
elected to name the boat himself. He 
disregarded all the excellent sugges- 
tions turned in to him and the boat 
was formally or informally christen- 
ed the 'Crown Prince.' 


"But something of a curse and of ill 


omen seems to have descended on the 
boat after she had become the 'Crown 
Prince.' Her competitor, the Kitty B.. 
made more money and, got the most of 
the business because folks enjoyed the 
trip to Willowdale, and it is said the 
Crown Prince for all that it enjoyed 
a royal title, flourished hardly longer 
than two years.

STATE TO THRESH GRAIN 


STATE HOUSE, Boston, Aug. 2.—Th 


state is going into the work of thresh 
ing grain for farmer*, 12 machines Jus 
purchased now being in operation in 
different parts of the commonwealth 
This announcement was made today bj 
Secretary WJJfrid Wheeler of the boar 
of agriculture. 


The machines, eacB operated by two 


men, 
can handle SO bushels of grain 


an hour. They are operated with the 
tractors now in use. For each bushe! 
threshed the farmer pays 10 cents. II 
is estimated that such a price wil 
bring in the running expenses of the 
machine and enable the farmer to se- 
cure his threshing at a low figure. 


Latest news from the agricultural 


districts indicate that the grain crop 
will be an exceedingly large one this 
year. 
The agricultural department, 


foreseeing this, decided to engage In 
the work of threshing. Small farmers 
cannot afford to buy 'threshing ma- 
chines. 
It was deemed advisable to 


have them on hand to meet the emer- 
gency. Otherwifie the producers would 
be handicapped in garnering the grain. 
Labor shortage, too, was a factor in 
the state's determination to take a 
hand in the matter. 
It was stated that there will be suf- 


flcienf work for the threshers until 
Dec. 1. The farms of the state are 
small, it being a rare case where the 
Jireshing crews can find a full day's 
work on any plantation. As a result 
much traveling will' be done. 
It is believed that the co-operation 


of the state with the farmers will re- 
sult in the gathering of every bit of 
grain that is available. 
In former 


years this was not always so. Grain 
which might have found its way to 
the mill remained in the fields some 
times until it was either spoiled or 
impaired in quality. ^This season none 
of it will be wasted, but will find its 
way through the proper channels from 
the field to the kitchen.

cultural experts, is attacking Massa- 
chusetts potato plants, which already 
have suffered severely from weather 
and from attacks by plant lice and 
potato bugs, Secretary Wilfrid Wheel- 
er of the. state board of agriculture 
announced today. 


The malady or disease wastes the 


plants, Mr. Wheeler said. 
It is dim. 


cult to discover, because it causes lit- 
tle discoloration visible to the eye. 
The board has experts at work at- 
tempting to learn whether the disease 
is caused by a parasite and to find a 
remedy. 


"The state has a large acreage in 


potatoes," Mr. Wheeler said. 
"Not 


very long ago the plants appeared to 
be In gbod shape. But there has been 
a change for the worse lately. The 
plants have' suffered from weather con- 
ditions, plant lice, bugs, the stalk 
borer, a light brown worm and this 
new disease. 
' 


"Those who have planted potatoes 


should give them constant care. They 
must if we are to have any kind of a 
crop in this state. The situation is 
serious as regards the potatoes which 
would be ready for harvest about Sept. 
1. The late potatoes are coining along 
better."
